lower sub-layer containing fluorescent dye, and [the] a upper sub-layer containing [the] 
a substance generating free radicals at high temperature. 

9. Method of obtaining single-layer optical WORM disc, comprising [which 
proposes] creation of a recording layer from two sub-layers, [the] an upper sub-layer 
containing fluorescent dye, and [the] a lower sub-layer containing [the] a substance 
generating free radicals at high temperature. 



the content of said fluorescent dye in the recording layer ranges from about 0.1 - 10%. 

12. DIP medium for the recording layer according to claim 3, wherein 
the content of said compound, capable to generate free radicals, in the recording layer 
ranges from about 0.1 - 20%. - -
